


Electoral Division of Vegreville 


In obedience to Her Majesty’s writ dated 11th of September, 1957, requiring me to take a poll 
in order to elicit from electors twenty-one years of age and over an expression of opinion on the de¬ 
sirability of amending existing legislation to permit additional types of outlets for the sale of beer, 
wine and spirituous liquor subject to a local vote. 

PUBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that a poll will be open on the thirtieth day of October, 1957, 
in each of the polling subdivisions hereinafter mentioned, from the hour of nine o’clock in the fore¬ 
noon until eight o’clock in the evening for the above mentioned purpose:

SECTION 152 (1) OF THE ELECTION ACT 

A person unlawfully taking down, covering up, mutilating, defacing or altering any proclamation, Dotice or other document required to be posted up under any of the provisions of this Act is guilty of 
an offence and liable on conviction 

(a) if he is an enumerator, returning officer, election clerk, deputy returning officer, poll clerk or other officer engaged under the provisions of this Act, to a fine of not more than five hundred dol¬ 

lars, and not less than $100.00, or in default of payment of such fine, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding one year and not less than three months, and 

(b) in the case of any other person, to a fine of not more than one hundred dollars and not less than twenty-five dollars, or in default of payment of such fine, to imprisonment for a term of not 

more than six months and not less than one month.
